The“ gwoorse -- that curious 
hybrid between u swan and goose 
bred on a Norfolk fargy--- hos a 
suecesor, A bird hae been bred 
which is a cross between a hen and a 
turkey; ard is ty be known as the 
“Churkey.” The heredity of the bird 
was unknown to the Berkshire people 
on whose farm it was bred until it 
made its appearance. 

The “swoose’” is a so-called mule, 
land is known chiefly in the locality 
for its extremely bad temper, which 
drives it even to the murder 9f: inno 
cent ducks. It is thought—though 
this is ugainst all the rules—that the 
“Churkey” may be fertile. Like the 
“swoose” it partakgs almost equally 
of the shape and colour of its tather, 
the turkey, and its mother, the hen; 
and its temper indicates no especial 
depravity. 

Whether its flavour would qualify 
it for Christmas use is 3 point not yet 
determined.

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MR. ORME LECTORES. 


ABOUT CHINESE AND 
EUROPEANS. 


The announrement of a lecture to 
be given by Mr. Geoffrey Norman 
Orme B.A. Oxon., at 10.30 in the 
morning naturally prompted onquiry 
as to the sort of peopla who con 
attend such an affair, ins city where 
most people chase the dollar from 
nine to five. 

The aagience, it turned cut, 
was composed entirely of ladies 
seme of whom cruchetted while 


listening. This was a pity, because it 


was a lecture that. should have been 
given in the City Hall rather than in 
the Helena Mar Liistitute, 
and to a large snd more mixed 
audience. Ti may be accounted 
fortunate—by those who think 
our Mc. Adversarius too unkind that 
Mr, Orme does not write Adversatia, 
Where the China Mail man clinstises 
with whips Mr. Grme employs the 
scorpions of cutting irony, But bless 


you, some of the dear ladies did not 


recognize that. Speaking throughout 
ina pleasant, conversational tone, and 
using ingratiating smiles the while, 
the lecturer said the most scathing 
things ebout qur complacent ideas ot 
of our own virtues, The érovh-iter 
would punctuate some of — theae 
subversive suggestions with a little 
ripple. of appreciative laughter, 
so that one wondered “hat 
impression she had got of them, 
Hardly what was in the mind of the 
lecturer. He used diagrams, aud at 
first. the tables of Chinese virturs and 
vices, a8 contrasted “with European 
virtues aod vices, looked all 
wropg and unfair, They were 
a little trap. The Chinese 
vices were listed according to Eur- 
opean conventional beliefs, and vice 
versa, Mr, Orme gave the Chinese 
a very good character, indeed, 
aod as they deserve; and he said 
many true things which should 
make us Europeans feel a little less 
“guperior” than we do, One of his 
diagrams, illustrating racial estrange- 
mens, was roughly like human lips. 
The line between them is common 
human nature. At the corner of the 
mouth, primitive peoples, all races 
were on a level, Ruropeans ctimb- 
ed up the outer contour of the 
upper lip, the " cupid’s bow" of which 
represented the mounds of conven- 
tions and prejudices estranging them 
fromthe Chinese, who, for their part, 
had travell.d round the edye o! the 
lower lip. To get to tae other corner 
of the mouth, where we should 
be on ao level again, we required 
sympathy and the understanding 
that only sympathy could get for ua. 
Of course this is only a eample of his 
fecture, just aa his lecture was only 
a sample of twenty more that 
he could give without leaving 
the subjects he touched upon. 
Practically, he was preaching against 
our thoughtless scorn and out 
ighorant feeling of. superiority ; be 
advised more truat and confidence,

JUDGE WARNS PUBLIC 
The end of a case in which enormous 
public interest has been taken was 
FYeached when Harold Jones, aged 15, 
of Abertillery, conivssed to the mur- 
der of two echoolgirls, Freda Burnell 
and Florence Litt’e. 

This confession, made in w:iting by 
Jones, was produced at hia tral at. 
Monmouthshire Assizes, when he was 
jndicted for the murder of I'lprence 
Little. 

Mr. Justice Roche urdered him tw 
be detained during Majesty's 
pleasure. 

It will be recalled that earlier in 
“the year Jones was tried and found 
not guilty of the murder of Freda 
Burnell, and his acquittal gave rise 
tos local demonstrations. Sonic 
months later Florence Lattle wad 
found dead in the garret of the house 
in which Jones ‘ved. A srcond 
charge of murder was preferred 
against the boy. who had stoutly 
méintained his inpocence,

$2,000 FRAUD. 


NEW CHARGE AGAINST 
POLICE OLERE. 


Fetch Mohamed, the Police Ao- 
countant’s Office employee, was again 
before Magistrate Lindsell thin morn- 
ing charge with having obtained four 
tuge from Messrs Ab. Men, Hing 
Cheung and Coy., representing that 
they were wanted by the Police 
Department for use in the new motor 
ambulance.
